o’clock about three feet from the south 
side of the great obelisk’s base. As 
far as is known only one person, 2 
man named Thomas S. Searles, wit- 
nessed the terrible scene as Seip’s body 
plunged down from the monument. 

“T was standing on the curb when 
suddenly I heard a noise like an uair- 
plane motor,” Searles said. “I looked 
up. As soon as I saw a thing like a 
big bundle sliding down the monument, 
I knew what had happened and jumped 
away. I had no sooner moved than 
there was a loud thud and two sharp 
reports. 

“The body had fallen not far from 
where I had been standing. The two 
reports came when the man’s shoes hit 
the pavement. They had been torn by 
the slide down the face of the monu- 
ment and the air resistance had pulled 
them from the feet.” 

Scientists estimated that only 5.6 
seconds were consumed between the 
time Seip left the window ledge and 
the time his body smashed into the 
fiagging. The force at which he struck 
the earth was estimated at 300,v00 
foot-pounds or about 150 foot-tons.

I of the liquor that is being smuggled into the Unite; 

States comes from the countries north and south o; 
us on this continent. Much comes from Canada, but most 
of this is smuggled across the border line on land and con- 
paratively little comes by sea. A considerably larger quan. 
tity, however, comes from the Bahamas, which because 0/ 
their nearness to the United States can get their contra- 
band cargoes to these shores in a few days and which can 
take advantage of the almost numberless places for the 
landing and distribution of liquor that are to be found alony 
our enormous coast line. It will be remembered thai x 
somewhat similar condition existed during the Civil War, 
when the Union blockade of the Southern ports was fre. 
quently set at naught by blockade runners from Nassau 
and other places in the Bahamas. It was stated recently 
by a member of the House of Representatives that not less 
than a million gallons of liquor were smuggled annually 
from these islands into the United States. Although some- 
times a rum-running vessel is seized, a great proportion of 
the vessels land their cargoes successfully and the profits 
from the illicit trade are so heavy that an occasional cap- 
ture can be written down to the account of profit and loss.

HE most important battle prac-
